LSpecial to Tribune.) 

Lonpows, Sept. 26.—A correspondent of the 
Tribune writes from Meauz on the 18th, the 
headquarters of King William: 

“] had a conversation with Count Bis- 
marck, during which I agked him if the re- 
port was true that there were English repre- 
sentatives bere.’’ 

He answered: ‘“‘The English have asked if 
we will treat with Jules Favre, and we re- 
plied that we would if his Government could 
give us possession of Metz aod Strasbourg. 
This be could not do, In this war we are in- 
Miucnced,”’ said Bismarck, ‘‘by ne motive of 
aggrendizement whatever. We have no pur- 
pose in view but our own security. OConse- 
quently we must provide for the next war, 
which is eure te come. France is now with- 
out allies, but may soon succeed in procuring 
them, apd 1s sure to commence another war 
under better That is why we de.

Nor, probably, will the 
mext Government; but our purpose is fixed, 
and, if necessary, we are ready to stay all the 
winter at Paris.”

In estimating the value of enterprises 
des tagdvance the material interests 
of the United States “and the 
boundless resources of the’country, rail- 
roads, of right, enjoy undisputed pre-emi- 
nence.

In this table the estimate is that the 
United States has 45,000 miles of railroads, 
and it the cost per mile is estimated at 
$25,000, we. have as the grand total the 
sum of $1,125,000,000 as the: cost of tke 
track, ready to receive the rolling stock 
and commence business. In the further 
expenditidfre, which includes the entire 
equipment of railroads, we have no data 
at hand upon which to base an estimate, 
nor is it important to our purpose, for if 
we had all the facts‘bearmg upon the cost 
of the complete equipment of the railroads 
ot the United States there would still be 
wanting, in our estimate of the magnitude 
of the benefits which they conter upon the 
country, the appreciation of real estate, 
the rapid growth of towys and cities, the 
development of the agricultural and min- 
eral resources of the country, and the 
transportation fo the markets of the coun- 
try ot the products o! forest, field, farm and 
tactory, Nothwithstanding the tacts show 
that the United States has about as 
many mules of railroad as all the coun- 
tries of Europe, the work is still going 
forward. Connecting links between 
trunk lines are being constructed, and the 
main lines ere being pushed forward as 


the tide of population flows .to the west. 
It io mot curprising, ia view ot the facts 
we have stated, that the best mechanical 
minds ol the country are brought together 
to consult upon matters affecting railroad 
interests; and this tact we hail as the 
dawn of a new era in the railway interests 
of the country. This subject has been 
brought inte prominence by a convention 
of railway master mechanics, which was 
held in Philadelphia on the 15th inst. 
Reports were read upon a variety of sub- 
jects more or less important, among which 
was one upon the construction of turna- 
ces, in which there has been great improve 
ment in the saving of fuel. There was 
also a report read op the lap and lead 
of slide valves. This subject presented 
many important questions relative to 
grades, weight oftrains, etc. Tbe commit- 
tee propounded only one question to mas- 
ter machinists, and that was as to general 
practice ypon the roads under their con- 
trol. The inquiries were also to outside 
lap, inside lap, trayel of valvq and lead in 
full gear. Letters were addressed to 160 
master machinists, and replies received 
from 35, which showed that on express 
passenger trains: 25 use 7-8 outside lap, 
1-8 imside, 5 inch travel, 1-10 lead; 6 use 
2-4 outside lap, 1-16 inside, 484 inch 
travel, 1-8 lead; 4 use 1 1-4 outside lap, 1-4

A satisfactory report .was made by the 
committee upon anti-friction and slide 
valves, and a good deal of valuable infor- 
mation waselicited. Several patents had 
been exammed, and the reports from the 
master mechavics who have used the anti- 
triction valve show that none has yet been 
found of sufiicient Merit as a standard 
valve. 

The report of the committee on boiler 
explosions stated thatno rational theory 
can be given to explain them. They are 
like avalanches, aud come so suddenly 
that no reliable observations can be made. 
Experiments atter aceidents prove but lit- 
tle, as the weaker portion of the boiler 
always gives out first—the defeciive p arth 
yields. Steam is the vetiicle of heat ada 
acts very rapidly. Explosions always re- 
sult from over-pressure. No rule can be 
fixed for regulating low-pressure beilers, 
which frequently explode with great force. 
All conditions being equal, the vio!ence is 
the same, whether it is a low or 
pressure boiler. Steam rushes out of |e 
rupture with the velocity of 2,000 teet p 
second. The force of the steamin as 
boiler is sufficrent to rend a boiler wh 
a rupture exists. The great majority of 
boilers explode upward, the crown-sheet 
giving way. By relieving the s 
pressure, a rupture, it noticed, may not 
lead to an explosion. Boilers have been 
known to serve well with defective sheets, 
but this practice is denounced. The per- 
cussive force of steam 1s indepeadent of 
all known rules of government. The 
tubular boilers have been discarded from 
the fact that their great heating surface 
renders them hable to disasters. Op 
Western river steamboats, boilers have 
been found that even buiged out three 


face of all the facte, though there are oiten 
good and strong reasons for many explo- 
sions, no general decision could be given 
in regard to their causee. 

In this connection it was stated that the 
water in a boiler is not of the same tem- 
perature, nor does the steam exercise the 
same degree of pressure in ali points, 
There is not always the amount of heat 
stored up in the boiler that is thought. 
The concussive pressure is exactly in ac- 
cordance with the heat in the water. Ita 
pertectly cylindrical boiler could be made, 
it would be much stronger, but the laps of 
the plates give a double thickness in some 
portions, and the weakness is found to lie 
ia these laps end longitudinal seams. It is 
the impact of the water, and not the im- 
pact of the eteam, that causes explosions. 
Ifthe temperature is suddenly reduced 
from apy cause, andthe heat taken up 
from the heated pilates, the steam cannot 
be contained in the space thus created, 
and the pressure becomes so great that no 
safety-valve will relieve it. In regard to 
hydraulic tests, there is none that can be 
relicd upon. He thought the proper safe.

them. 

Many other gubjects were discussed, g0- 
ing to show that raliroad ions and 
railroad mechanics are fully aroused upon 
all subjects connected with the pro} 
construction of railway equipments 4nd 
afiecting their durability, as also the 
safety, speed and profitableness of ra 
transportation. Such conventions will in 
‘time remedy all the defects now com- 
plained of, and will prove of incalculable 
advantage in lessening the trequency of

THE LAGAL TENDER ACT IN Naw YoORK.—The 
New York Econemist say-; The newly organ- 
ized Court of Appesis of this Sta'e will be called

The United States Supreme Court had lald 
sow the pi ipciple that contracts made previous 
to the passage of the legal tender law, to 1362, 
were payable in coin. But Judve Dwicht, of the 
Supreme Court of this State, in the case of the 
foreclosure of a mortgage grantwd before the 
war, decided that the term ‘dollars,’ mentioned 
in tbe morigage, Meant the present legal tender 
currency, and ruled that the morteage sbould be 
liquidated in that medium. At the time the mort- 
gage was tesued wold aad sliver cons'ituied the 
only currency.

The 
ventilation of the origin of | hat oifficulry further 
showed that *cott came to the city and stayed at 
the bouse of Miller for several weeks, when his

He ran th: ough the back yard an‘ 
wot out into Jefferson street, whea he was caught 
by officer John Coebran, and taken to the First- 
street station-house.
